TWO cruel bogus callers have 
stolen hundreds of pounds from 
an elderly woman in Lydd. 

Police are issuing a warn¬ 
ing after the woman in her 90s 
was targeted by the thieves on 
Wednesday, August 22. 

The incident took place in 
Brooks Way, Lydd, Romney 
Marsh between 2pm and 3pm. 

It is reported that two men 
called at the victim’s house and 
asked her if she would like her 
lawn cut. 

Once they had left the 
woman realised several hun¬ 
dreds of pounds in cash had 
been stolen. 

One of the men is said to be 
white, with dark collar-length 


straight hair. He wore a white 
t-shirt and dark trousers. It 
is thought he may have been 
driving a dark Land Rover 
Discovery. 

Kent Police are warning peo¬ 
ple to be vigilant and not let 
anyone into their home unless 
the caller has ID. 

Officers are advising people 
to call the company the caller 
claims to be from if they think 
the ID may be fake, and to shut 
and lock the door while the 
check takes place.

Plans for a new stretch of unbroken coastal trail unveiled 


A CONSULTATION has started into 
plans for an area of unbroken coastal 
path stretching between Folkestone and 
Ramsgate. 

It will form part of the English coastal 
path - a continuous stretch around the 
country’s coastline aimed at providing 
improved access for walkers and boost¬ 
ing tourism. 

Once completed, people will be able to

The proposed route for one of the 
stretches, from Ramsgate to Folkestone, 
will run close to the towns of Sandwich, 
Deal and Dover and passes a variety of 
coastal habitats and cliff scenery.

go. A drop in session has been held in 
Folkestone with three more being held 
next month for people to view and dis¬ 
cuss maps. They will run from noon to 
5.45pm at Dover library on September 
18, Deal library on September 19 and 
Ramsgate library on September 2 7. The 
Natural England consultation runs un¬ 
til Friday, November 9.

and communities Cllr Mike Hill said 
the new national trail will help show 
off the very best of Kent’s historic and 
natural coastline. 

He added: “When complete the route 
will deliver significant social and eco¬ 
nomic benefits to our coastal communi¬ 
ties and be a great recreational resource 
for the people of Kent.

Open golf club will 
remain closed to 
women members

THE winds of golfing change that have swept 
across the prestigious Augusta National Golf 
Club in the United States don’t appear to be head¬ 
ing towards Kent’s very own Open venue any 
time soon. 

In a move to shatter years of history, the host 
course of the Masters will allow women to join 
the invitation-only club for the first time in its 
80-year history. 

However, that doesn’t look like bringing about 
any change to Royal St George’s - the Open 
course at Sandwich - which still forbids women 
from membership. 

The club allows ladies to play, and is all set to 
host the Ladies British Open Amateur Champi¬ 
onship in 2014, but looks to continue as a male- 
only members club at least for the time being. 

Club secretary at Royal St George’s, Tim 
Checkitts, said it was entirely down to the mem¬ 
bers to change the policy: “The members may 
decide to change it, I couldn’t really say. 


“We are, by tradition, a male-only club, but 
ladies play here as guests and visitors and they 
are welcome here. 

“It always has been, it was founded as a male- 
only golf club.” 

Kent’s two other Open venues, Royal Cinque 
Ports Club in Deal and Princes’, also in Sand¬ 
wich, both allow female membership. 

Augusta has been under criticism for many 
years for its rule, with activist Martha Burk start¬ 
ing a campaign a decade ago to bring about 
the change. 

She began by writing letters to the chairman 
Hootie Johnson challenging the membership, 
but Johnson responded that the change would 
not be made “at the point of a bayonet”. 

Burk drew widespread attention to her cam¬ 
paign in 2003 and 2004 with protests to coin¬ 
cide with the Masters. 

However, this week the club confirmed wom¬ 
en would be able to pull on the prestigious green 
jackets reserved for members, and invited the 
former US Secretary of State, Condoleezza Rice, 
to become one of the first female members.

Augusta chairman Billy Payne felt it was a big 
step forward. 

“This is a significant and positive time in our 
club’s history and, on behalf of our membership, 
I wanted to take this opportunity to welcome 
them and all of our new members into the Au¬ 
gusta National family,” he said.

Plan your journey as Games 
excitement takes hold again 



WITH fears of travel chaos 
during the Olympics, it came as 
a welcome relief when things 
ran smoothly. 

Now commuters are waiting 
with baited breath to see 
whether this can be repeated 
with the Paralympics, which 
start on Wednesday and run 
until September 9. 

But with the summer 
holidays over and the full 
workforce expected back at 
their desks, things could be 
a little more difficult. 

With a sudden increase in 
Paralympic ticket sales 
following the success of the 
Olympics, train operator 
Southeastern has announced 
additional services, accounting 
for around one million addition¬ 
al seats for spectators and 
regular passengers travelling 
to and from London. 

The number of people using 
Southeastern is expected to 
soar by a fifth and around 
50,000 people a day are 
anticipated to travel on the 
high speed Javelin trains 
- a 300 per cent increase. 

Service delivery director 
for Southeastern, Vince Lucas, 
said: "Following our experience 
of the numbers of people 


travelling during the Olympics 
and the popularity of the 
Javelin service in particular, 
we've reviewed our timetable 
and will now be running more 
services for the Paralympics. 

"Well be providing more 
early morning and late night 
Javelin services to and from 
the Olympic Park over and 
above our planned Paralympic 
timetable. 

"We're also strengthening 
our metro services for 
spectators travelling to 
events at Greenwich Park, 
with extra weekend services 
and longer trains. 

"Our plans and preparation 
worked well during the 


Olympic Games. We had 
around 1,000 extra staff 
on-hand at stations and 
engineering crews on standby 
to respond to issues quickly. 
We will have the same 
structure in place for the 
Paralympics." 

Some roads in the county 
look set for disruption with 
closures during the road race 
and time trial cycling event at 
Brands Hatch, some of which 
will be taking place on roads 
around the circuit in Longfield. 

From September 3-8 three 
miles of road will be closed.

Has Lord Lucan’s secret been kept 
to hide identity of mystery helper?

A MYSTERIOUS figure, at risk 
of being implicated in protect¬ 
ing the notorious Lord Lucan 
as he fled justice nearly 40 
years ago, could be the key to 
unlocking the truth behind one 
of Britain’s most infamous 
murder cases. 

In the latest twist to a mys¬ 
tery which has gripped the na¬ 
tion, Shirley Robey this week¬ 
end elaborates on claims made 
earlier this year that Kent wild¬ 
life park owner John Aspinall 
instructed her to organise a trip 
for Lucan’s children to be flown 
to Africa in 1980 for Lucan to 
see them from afar. 

But she says she was left 
stunned when both Lucan’s 
wife and son, George Bingham, 
strenuously denied the claims 
of the visit to the Gabon when 
George was 13. 

She insists to this newspaper 
the trip took place but that the 
involvement of a key figure in 
the plans has meant several 
important details remain un¬ 
published due to the legal ram¬ 
ifications. What’s more, she 
says Lucan could still be alive. 

Now living in France, Ms 
Robey worked as a secretary at 
a casino run by Mr Aspinall 
and Sir James Goldsmith. The 
men were close pals of Lucan, 
who was nicknamed Lucky for 
his devotion to gambling. 

In a rebuke to sceptics who 
questioned her earlier story, 
the 56-year-old said there was 
further information she want¬ 
ed to disclose which would 
back her claims, but that she 
had been forced to remain 
tight-lipped due to potential le¬ 
gal repercussions. 

Ms Robey first spoke out in 
February in an anonymous 
BBC interview. She said she 
had twice booked Lucan’s chil¬ 
dren to go to Gabon while in 
Mr Aspinall’s casino. 

Mr Aspinall, who started a 


gorilla rescue and rehabilita¬ 
tion project in Gabon, was a 
close friend of the peer, who 
disappeared after the murder of 
his children’s nanny Sandra 
Rivett at the family home in 
Belgravia in November 1974. 

He was found guilty of her 
murder in his absence. It is be¬ 
lieved he told friends he discov¬ 
ered a man at his wife’s house 
and intervened, but feared his 
estranged wife would implicate 
him, so fled. 

His car was later found aban¬ 
doned in Newhaven and it was 
believed the peer had died fall¬ 
ing off a ship in the Channel. 

But since then a theory de¬ 
veloped he had fled to Africa - 
with a number of unconfirmed 
sightings reported. 

Ms Robey said she had been 
privy to information regarding 
Lucan’s whereabouts during 
discussions between Mr Aspi¬ 
nall and James Goldsmith. 

“I’d known nothing about 
the case. I was 18 and I didn’t 
read newspapers,” she said. “I 
started to hear his name men¬ 
tioned, but there were a lot of 
people with titles in the casino. 
I was nervous of asking too 
many questions but I asked 
what had he done. 

“I was told he’d got into some 
awful trouble and had to flee 
the country. I thought it had 
something to do with money. ” 

She spoke to Mr Aspinall 
again in 1991, when he insist¬ 
ed Lucan was innocent. 

Publically, the casino owner 
said he believed his friend was 
guilty and had killed himself. 

Ms Robey added: “Mr Aspi¬ 
nall said if he continued to say 
publically Lord Lucan was 
guilty and died on a ship then it 
meant Lord Lucan was still 
alive. It meant everyone who 
had been involved knew. 

“Just before he died in 2000, 
Mr Aspinall did a newspaper 
interview and said he believed 
Lord Lucan was a murderer 
and had killed himself. I was

told as long as he was saying 
this it meant Lord Lucan was 
alive. So as far as I know he 
was still alive then. ” 

Asked why she decided to 
speak out, she said she had 
seen George Bingham in a doc¬ 
umentary in which he pro¬ 
claimed his father’s innocence, 
but in which he added: “If he 
was any kind of father, why 
didn’t he contact us?” 

Ms Robey said: “It was really 
spontaneous. I knew he (Lu¬ 
can) did. If he (George) was my 
son I’d want to tell him. 

“I wanted to tell him what I 
knew in the hope it might help 
him to understand better what 
had happened to his father.” 

She admitted speaking out 
publically had been “somewhat 
naive” and had sparked some 
backlash from sceptics. 

“His apparent response in 
denying that he went to Africa 
at that time took me by com¬ 
plete surprise,” she said. 

“I cannot speculate why, but 
assume he must have his own 
reasons for responding thus. 

“I know arrangements were 
made and am as sure as I could 
possibly be that he and his sis¬ 
ter went and that Lord Lucan 
observed them from a distance. 

“I had further information 
that I wanted to impart to

Council receives go-ahead to transport 
Dreamland site back to its former glory

FOR years it has stood derelict, a once vibrant 
seaside tourist hot spot which thrilled genera¬ 
tions for decades before falling into disrepair and 
finding itself at the centre of political squabbles. 

But hopes the Dreamland site at Margate could 
be about to return to prosperity took a step 
forward this week after government chiefs rub¬ 
ber-stamped a compulsory purchase order (CPO) 
to be served on the land. 

It means Thanet District Council and partner 
the Dreamland Trust can now push ahead with 
plans to buy the site from its current owners and 
progress an ambitious multi-million pound plan 
to turn it into a heritage amusement park. 

As part of a long-running saga over the piece 
of prime land - which town chiefs see as a crucial 
part of the jigsaw to breathe new life into 
Margate and act, alongside the Turner Contem¬ 
porary, as a key driver for the local economy - 
Thanet council had initially pushed for the CPO 
last summer. 

By securing the site it would trigger access to 
millions of pounds of funding and grants. 

But the owners of the site, DreamlandLive, 
said it had its own plans - which included hous¬ 
ing - and had opposed the proposals. It went to a 
public inquiry at the beginning of this year.

Now, however, the secretary of state for commu¬ 
nities and local government has given the coun¬ 
cil the green light to buy the site. 

Once the land is secured, a £10 million funding 
package will be opened up to deliver the project of 
creating a “living, breathing, multi-sensory envi¬ 
ronment telling Dreamland’s rich history story 
using art, design, music and architecture to 
describe Britain’s amusement park heritage”. 

Sizeable chunks of funding will come from the 
Heritage Lottery Fund, the Department of Cul¬ 
ture, Media and Sport’s Sea Change programme 
and Thanet council. 


Plans include restoring the listed Scenic Rail¬ 
way, damaged by a fire in 2008, to full working 
order, repairing the cinema building and the 
construction of an exhibition area and commu¬ 
nity space. 

The amusement park closed in 2002 and de¬ 
spite a number of temporary funfairs, the site has 
remained derelict ever since. 

Clive Hart, leader of Thanet council, said: 
“This is a key step to unlocking the regeneration 
of the Dreamland site. It is such an important as¬ 
set for Thanet, and for thousands outside of the 
area, so we’ve always been clear that doing 
nothing is simply not acceptable.” 

Chairman of the Dreamland Trust, Nick Laist- 
er, added: “With our funding in place and our 
plans drawn up, this news is hopefully the final 
major hurdle that we will have to cross.” 

Current owner of the site DreamlandLive has 
stated its disappointment at the news, insisting 
the site needs to incorporate housing to remain 
sustainable. 

A spokeswoman for the firm, which was previ¬ 
ously called Margate Town Centre Regeneration 
Company, said: “We remain convinced the only 
viable, sustainable way forward for the Dream¬ 
land site is the right mix of entertainment space 
funded by much needed quality housing.

Monument to having fun

YOUNG people are being given the 
chance to have their voices heard 
through the creation of a new parish 
youth council. 

If a success, it could kick-start a 
new generation of community youth 
councils to relay the frustrations 
and hopes of youngsters to those in 
power in Kent. 

While the county already has the 
Kent Youth County Council (KYCC) 
as well as a number of others at a 
district level, including one in Dart- 
ford, Herne and Broomfield parish 
councillor John Nicholson - who 
came up with this latest scheme - 
said there is not much at a commu¬ 
nity or village level. 

“I’m trying to give young people in 
my parish a voice,” he said. 

“They can take their concerns to 
the parish council which can in turn 
take the issues on further. 

“It makes it more accessible.” 

Cllr Nicholson has been working 
with the British Youth Council on his 
plan for Herne and Broomfield in 
Canterbury and a group of young 
people has been formed. 

“In the future, I’m hoping mem¬ 
bers will be elected by other young

people and this idea could stretch out 
across Kent,” he said. 

“It’s important they have a voice. 
They are often given a bad reputa¬ 
tion and that’s wrong; there are so 
many bright, talented and ambitious 
young people out there who want to 
make a difference where they live.” 

Cllr Nicholson said a youth forum 
website is being created for Herne and 
Broomfield and meetings are being 
organised, with the next on Septem¬ 
ber 15. Members are aged 11-18. 


He said: “I grew up in a poor part of 
south east London with my family, 
then my dad committed suicide, we 
didn’t have very much, but what we 
did have was a real sense of commu¬ 
nity, something that I think is miss¬ 
ing from many parishes today. 

“I want to get that back and I think 
a way of doing that is engaging 
young people to take an interest and 
get involved. Young people don’t 
always want to speak to adults about 
how they are feeling and so this is a 
way for them to have a say. 

“The youth forum can then take 
those issues to the parish council. ” 

He admitted some youngsters may 
not be interested, but already a number 
had come forward wanting to join. 

“I’ve been working on this for a 
year and I’m hoping it will be prop¬ 
erly up and running in the next six 
months,” he added. 

The county’s youth council, KYCC, 
already boasts a number of successes 
including the Kent-wide Freedom 
Pass - a bus pass for young people - 
and is currently pushing for a “things 
to do” discount card allowing young 
people to get into places for free or at 
a cheap price. 

Cllr Nicholson said he hoped par¬ 
ish youth councils would add to the 
young voice of Kent. 


THE seaside town of Whitstable 
has a host of attractions to help it 
pull in the crowds. 

But next month it gets perhaps 
its strangest yet - an inflatable 
version of Stonehenge. 

Sacrilege is a life-size inflatable 
replica of the Wiltshire monument, 
created by Turner Prize-winning 
artist Jeremy Deller, which also 
doubles up as a bouncy castle. 

It has been entertaining thou¬ 
sands during the London Festival 
as part of the Olympic celebra¬ 
tions in Hyde Park. But it will be 
heading to the the north Kent 
town as part of the Whitstable 


Biennale on September 5. 

Mr Deller said: “A lot of my 
work deals with history, and 
Sacrilege is no exception; this is a 
way to get reacquainted with an¬ 
cient Britain with your shoes off.” 

With the backing of the Arts 
Council, the bouncy artwork 
will then head off around the UK 
appearing at 30 different festivals 
and locations. 

Sue Jones, director of the 
Whitstable Biennale 2012, said: 
“Jeremy Deller is one of the UK’s 
most important artists and Whit¬ 
stable Biennale is delighted that 
Sacrilege is coming here.”

GRAFFITI artist Banksy has devel¬ 
oped a worldwide reputation for his 
stencilled art works on urban land¬ 
scapes - and it seems imitation is 
the sincerest form of flattery on the 
streets of Canterbury. 

Images in the characteristic style 
of the famous yet mysterious artist 
have sprung up across the city cen¬ 
tre - with the most recent featur¬ 
ing, for the first time, a clue to the 
artist’s identity. 

The latest image features a man 
in a wheelchair - subsequently 
identified by eagle-eyed viewers as 
Robert Wyatt, lead singer of psych¬ 
edelic rock group Soft Machine, 
and a key mover in the Canterbury 
scene which sprang up during the 
late 60s and early 70s.

DETECTIVES have released 
CCTV images of a man they 
want to speak to after a woman 
was sexually assaulted on a 
train between Sitingbourne 
and Rainham.

Field of dreams awaits as ploughmen 
are eager to demonstrate their skills

AS MEMORIES of the Olympic Games start to 
fade, the race begins to see who is, quite literally, 
the best in their field as one of the county’s tradi¬ 
tional pastimes get into full swing. 

Thousands of spectators are set to visit three of 
the biggest ploughing matches in the county 
over the coming weeks, as traditional methods 
take centre stage in a bid to see who can plough 
the neatest plot of land. 

The contests have been a familiar site across 
Kent for centuries. 

The art may have declined in recent decades 
but it now appears to be enjoying something of 
a revival. 

The Swale Ploughing Association (SPA) has 
seen more than 50 entries to its match this year, 
and the secretary of the group says the pastime is 
regaining its appeal. 

Jim Rogers said: “It’s very popular. I’m an ex¬ 
ploughman myself and I got to national level - 
there are world championships too. 

“The art is in keeping the plough straight and 
keeping the land all neat and tidy.” 

Each ploughman will have to attend to a 
20x100 metre plot of land, and will be marked 
on the firmness, uniformity and the finish of

their ploughing work. Once the winners of each 
round are announced, triumphant participants 
will take part in a plough-off, which will see the 
champion crowned. 

The SPA match will take place on Saturday, 
September 8, at Greenway Court Farm in 
Hollingbourne. 

Those who qualify through the regional heats 
will take part in national championships. 

Chairman of Weald of Kent Ploughing Match 
Association (WKPMA) James Forknall said: 
“There is a sort of romanticism about this kind of 
farming. I think a lot of the ploughmen don’t 
plough any more because it has become an ex¬ 
pensive kind of farming. 

“So for the old guys, who like ploughing and 


looking after their tractors and their old ma¬ 
chines, it’s the only chance for them to plough.” 

The WKPMA are holding their ploughing 
match the following Saturday, on September 15, 
at August Pitts Farm in Horsmonden and will 
incorporate family fun day events such as clay 
pigeon shooting, a farmers market and stalls. 

Mr Forknall added: “It started in 1946 and has 
been going ever since. It brings in 2-3,000 peo¬ 
ple, for a one day show, that’s pretty good.” 

More than a dozen different classes of competi¬ 
tion are held, including conventional, reversible 
modern, vintage tractors and crowd-pleasing 
traditional horse-drawn ploughs. 

Society of Ploughmen executive director Ken 
Chappell, who organises the countrywide com¬ 
petition, said: “It’s getting more and more ex¬ 
pensive for people to maintain mechanical 
ploughs, so people are doing it themselves man¬ 
ually. 

“We’re getting more and more entries year- 
on-year. It’s not a race, but it is a set time so 
there’s no loitering.” 

The ploughing season traditionally runs be¬ 
tween September and March. 

A ploughing match will also take place in 
east Kent at Wallet’s Court Farm in St Marga- 
ret’s-at-Cliffe, near Dover, on Wednesday, Sep¬ 
tember 26. 



HISTORY 


Mystery of ‘ship beneath 
the floor’ is finally solved 


SHE was a key part of the fleet 
which allowed Britain to rule 
the waves during the 18th 
century, and when her remains 
were found in 1995 it was 
described by experts as "the 
single most important warship 
discovery in Northern Europe 
since that of the Mary Rose". 

And now the identity of 
"the ship beneath the floor" 
at Chatham Historic Dockyard 
has been confirmed, thrilling 
enthusiasts. 

Remains of the Namur, 
which was built in Chatham 
and launched in 1756, were 
recycled after she was broken 
up to form part of the flooring 
at the dockyard. 

She was first discovered 17 
years ago beneath the 
Wheelwright's Shop, with her 
markings sparking huge 
interest from historians. They 
spent years researching and 
examining the wood in a bid to 
trace the craft it came from. 

After almost a century 
hidden beneath the floor, she 
will now once again shine as 
the centrepiece of a multi- 
million pound exhibition called 
the Command of the Oceans. 

During her 47 years in active 
service, the Namur played a 
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RECYCLED: Namur took part 
in a number of key battles 

key role in Britain's domination 
of the seas, and took part in 
battles including the American 
War of Independence and the 
Seven Years' War. She was 
also in action during 
the Great French Wars and 
was at Trafalgar. 

The ship had a famous crew 
too. Charles Austen, brother of 
author Jane Austen, served as 
her captain between Novem¬ 
ber 1811 and 

November 1814, when she was 
stationed at the Nore Anchor¬ 
age off Sheerness as flagship 
of Sir Thomas Williams. 

But after serving the 
country, the boat continued to 
Live on - albeit in a very 
different guise. 

Explains Gail James at the 
dockyard: "Back in those days 
ships were broken up at the 


end of their lives and the 
timbers would frequently be 
recycled. In this case they were 
used as floorboards. 

"The Namur was built and 
broken up at Chatham. When it 
was discovered so many 
timbers in the flooring were 
from the same vessel it 
became apparent this must be 
a boat of some significance." 

Command of the Oceans is a 
new £8.5m project, that has 
recently secured initial 
Heritage Lottery Fund (HLF) 
support, it will tell the story of 
Chatham Dockyard and its role 
in supporting British naval 
supremacy at sea - through 
the design and construction of 
the Royal Navy's finest ships of 
the Line. 

It has applied for £4.5m in 
Lottery cash towards the total. 

Stuart McLeod, head of the 
Heritage Lottery Fund South 
East, said: "We're delighted to 
be giving our initial support for 
the Command of the Oceans 
project, which will dramatically 
improve the visitor experience 
at Chatham and reveal 'the 
ship beneath the floor' - 
exploring this important 
archaeological find for 
the first time."

The chilling story of 
Brides in the Baths 
and how a husband’s 
greed led to murder 



INVESTIGATION: After Unking the deaths police hired female 
divers to help them discover how the murders had been carried out

ONE hundred years ago 33- 
year-old Bessie Williams was 
found dead in her bathtub in 
Herne Bay, seemingly the vic¬ 
tim of an epileptic seizure. 

But her sudden death would 
become one of the most notori¬ 
ous and sensational murder 
cases of the 20th century. 

Bessie had been killed by her 
husband, George Joseph Smith, 
in a callous bid to get his hands 
on her £2,500 fortune - 
£150,000 in today’s money. It 
was the first of three killings 
committed by Smith in what 
was to become known as the 
Brides in the Bath murders. 

London-born Smith was a 
serial bigamist, marrying 
seven women under aliases 
and stealing their savings be¬ 
fore disappearing. 

But his money-grabbing 
turned even more sinister 
when he met Bessie Mundy in 
Bristol, a wealthy woman who 
had inherited her bank man¬ 
ager father’s fortune. 

Smith introduced himself as 
Henry Williams and persuaded 
Bessie to marry him a few 
weeks later. 

In 1912, the couple decided 
to move to the north Kent 
coast, finding a property at 80 
High Street, Herne Bay. Shortly 
after they moved there, he 
asked Bessie to make a will in 
his favour. 

Smith then visited a local 
ironmonger to enquire about 
the price of a cast iron bath, 
later sending Bessie to pur¬ 
chase it. 

Planning his crime, he con¬ 
vinced his wife that she was 
suffering epileptic fits but was 
unable to remember anything 
afterwards. Concerned, Bessie 
visited the doctors and told him 
her symptoms. 

On July 13 the doctor re¬ 
ceived a note from Smith, it 
read: “Come at once, my wife 
is dead.” 

Bessie was found dead in her 
new bathtub and despite Smith 
being questioned closely, the 
opinion of the doctor convinced 
the jury that she had died from 
asphyxia following a fit. 

Smith went on to marry his 
next victim Alice Burnham 
who, in December 12, 1913, 


died suddenly, in the bath. 

They were staying in a Black¬ 
pool apartment at the time, 
owned by Joseph Crossley. 

The inquest returned the 
verdict that Alice, who had in¬ 
sured herself for £500, had ac¬ 
cidentally drowned through 
heart failure. Smith pocketed 
the cash and searched for his 
next victim. 

Life insurance was also the 
motive behind the killing of his 
next wife Margaret Elizabeth 
Lloyd (nee Lofty) using the alias 
John Lloyd. 

Margaret and Smith were 
staying in London in December 
1914 when she visited her so¬ 
licitor to make a will leaving 
her savings to her husband. 

Later that evening, Smith 
told the owner of the house 
that he was going out to buy 
some tomatoes for his wife’s 
supper while she took a bath. 

Margaret died later that 
evening. 

The inquest took place in 
January 1915 and a verdict of 
accidental death was recorded. 

But Smith’s killing rampage 
was about to come to an abrupt 
end. Mr Crossley wrote to the 
Metropolitan Police on behalf 
of second victim Alice’s father 
Charles Burnham, who had 
enclosed a newspaper cutting 
about the death of Margaret 
Lloyd and said how similar it 
was to the death of his own 
daughter in Blackpool. 

On February 1 Scotland Yard 


divisional Detective Inspector 
Arthur Neil stopped Smith and 
arrested him for bigamy and on 
suspicion of Margaret and Al¬ 
ice’s murders. 

The pathologist Bernard 
Spilsbury was then called in by 
police to determine how the 
victims had died. 

After exhuming Margaret’s 
body, Spilsbury found no evi¬ 
dence of heart disease or poison 
and so suggested to Inspector 
Neil they run an experiment in 
the police station. 

As part of the experiment, 
Mr Neil hired female divers of 
the same size and build as the 
victims and tried to push them 
underwater, but there would 
always be signs of struggle. 

Mr Neil then decided to pull 
the feet of one of the divers, and 
her head went underwater, 
knocking her unconscious. It 
took more than an hour and a 
half to revive her and Inspector 
Neil had finally discovered how 
Smith was operating. 

Meanwhile, the chief police 
officer of Herne Bay read news¬ 
paper reports about the Brides 
in the Baths and sent Mr Neil a 
report of Bessie’s death. 

George Joseph Smith was 
charged for the murders of Bes¬ 
sie Williams, Alice Smith and 
Margaret Lloyd on March 23, 
1915. He was tried, found 
guilty and sentenced to death 
before being executed at Maid¬ 
stone Gaol on August 13 of 
that year.

Prison for distributing 
almost 3,000 indecent 
pictures of children

A SICK pervert who was caught 
with nearly 3,000 indecent 
images of children, was this 
week beginning a three year 
jail term. 

Vincent Terry, 43, from 
Maidstone, appeared at the 
town’s crown court this month. 
He was sentenced to three 
years in prison for distributing 
the child porn and 12 months 
to run concurrently for taking 
indecent images. 

He will also be required 
to sign the sex offenders’ 
register for life and will be sub¬ 
ject to a sexual offences preven¬ 
tion order. 

Terry was arrested in De¬ 
cember 2011. After being 
quizzed by cops he denied all of 
the allegations. 

But a digital forensic exami¬ 
nation of his computer showed

that he had distributed and re¬ 
ceived a total of nearly 3,000 
images, ranging from levels 
one to five, with five being the 
most serious. 

Upon sentencing, Detective 
Constable Nicola Griffith from 
the Kent Police child exploita¬ 


tion investigation team said: 
“People like Vincent Terry 
show a considerable lack of 
regard for the lives of their 
young victims. 

“Every single indecent photo 
of a child contains a victim, but 
advances in technology and 
the support we receive from the 
community are helping us to 
arrest people suspected of such 
offences and prevent other chil¬ 
dren becoming victims.” 

■ Also in court, a 27-year-old 
man has been charged with at¬ 
tempted murder following an 
incident in a seaside town ear¬ 
lier this month. 

Stephen Boorman, of Cool- 
inge Road, Folkestone, ap¬ 
peared before magistrates in 
the town on Monday charged 
with the attempted murder of a 
44-year-old man on August 16 
on Blackbull Road. 

The victim remains in a criti¬ 
cal but stable condition.

My Ferry Link hopes to make 
a splash in Channel market

THE latest name to start oper¬ 
ating a cross-Channel ferry 
service took to the waves be¬ 
tween Dover and Calais this 
week, rising from the ashes of 
the collapse of SeaFrance. 

My Ferry Link is owned by 
Eurotunnel and currently 
boasts two ferries left defunct 
after SeaFrance sunk earlier 
this year amid a host of finan¬ 
cial problems. A third vessel 
snapped up from SeaFrance ad¬ 
ministrators, will join the fleet 
later this year. 

Run by former SeaFrance 
employees, it has created hun¬ 
dreds of jobs in France and 
around 100 in Dover. 

Earlier this year, rival opera¬ 
tors on the Dover-Calais route 
- P&O Ferries and DFDS/LD 
Lines - objected to the purchase 
of the three ferries by Eurotun¬ 
nel, arguing the Channel 
Tunnel operator would have 
an unfair share of cross-Chan¬ 
nel business. 

They said the move by Euro¬ 


tunnel would disrupt the “level 
playing field” and give the com¬ 
pany too much control. 

The Port of Dover, however, 
has welcomed the return of the 
former SeaFrance fleet to Dover. 

A ceremony was held on 
Monday to celebrate the inau¬ 
gural crossings under the My 
Ferry Link brand. 

Director of business and sup¬ 
port services Tim Waggott said: 
“We warmly welcome the three 
vessels back to the Port of Do¬ 


ver and congratulate My Ferry 
Link on their new venture. 

“They arrive at a time of ma¬ 
jor infrastructure investment 
within the port as we push for¬ 
ward an exciting £11.5 m traf¬ 
fic management improvement 
project that will change the 
face of the port and provide ex¬ 
tra capacity for freight and 
tourist vehicles.

Travel through the 
colourful history of 
county town’s buses

TAKE a comprehensive look at 
the history of public transport 
in our county town. 

That is the subject for the lat¬ 
est in a series of books from 
Amberley Publishing, focusing 
on the trams, trolleybuses and 
buses of past times. 

Eric Baldock has compiled 
the book, Maidstone Corpora¬ 
tion Transport 1904-1974, 
which contains a selection of 
colour plates and black and 
white illustrations 

Maidstone Corporation first 
began operating trams on July 
14, 1904, in conjunction with 
the municipal electricity sup¬ 
ply. Motor buses were intro¬ 
duced from April 7,1924, and, 
to replace the trams which 
were being phased out through 
1929-30, trolleybuses were in¬ 
troduced on May 1, 1928. 

Towards the end of the 
1960s, it was decided the trol¬ 
leybuses should be phased out 
and the Corporation continued 
operating buses alone until it 
ceased to exist in 1974. 

Using official photographs, 
commercial postcards, enthu¬ 
siasts’ pictures and ephemera, 
the book records the history of 
Maidstone Corporation’s trans¬ 
port operations until it was re¬ 
placed by Maidstone Borough 
Council following local govern¬ 
ment reorganisation. 

Mr Baldock is an authority 
on the subject and moved to

Maidstone from Canterbury in 
1965. He started becoming in¬ 
terested in transport when he 
caught a trolleybus to Maid¬ 
stone Grammar School. 

Mr Baldock has been trans¬ 
port manager for heritage 
group Bygone Buses as well as 
a member of the M&D and East 
Kent Bus Club. He currently 
works as a timetable compiler 
for Transport for London. 

The first picture in the book 
shows the opening of the tram¬ 
way route from the town cen¬ 
tre west to Barming. 

The official postcard image 
shows a civic party outside the 
town hall as the tram moves 
off, while a second picture tak¬ 
en soon after the opening day 
shows a tram travelling along 
the Tonbridge Road close to St 
Michael’s Church. 

The tram route expanded to 
5.25 miles with a line to Loose. 
Black and white pictures cap¬ 
ture the long lost era of single 


tracks winding through the de¬ 
serted streets of small villages 
and overhead lines converging 
on the town centre. 

The book also features trans¬ 
port operations during World 
War Two. 

Mr Baldock writes: “The war 
placed strains on operations, 
with mileage operated falling 
slightly but the number of pas¬ 
sengers carried on increasing 
considerably. The worst inci¬ 
dent to disrupt operations was 
the bombing of Mill Street on 
October 31, 1940, which sev¬ 
ered the trolleybus route. 

“As a result emergency ar¬ 
rangements were made for two- 
way working via Lower Stone 
Street and Gabriel’s Hill.” 

The book also explains how 
production of buses was halted 
in the early years of the conflict 
and those vehicles running had 
their windows blacked out. 

And even when production 
resumed in 1942 the livery 
shades still saw muted greys 
and browns dominating. 

The book’s colour photo¬ 
graphs date from the 1950s, 
when trolleybuses and buses 
were mainly painted red. 

But in the 1960s a fleet of 
cream and pale blue buses re¬ 
placed them, alongside vehicles 
painted red and gold. 

The colour plates run 
through to 2004 when - to cel¬ 
ebrate its centenary - Maid¬ 
stone’s bus fleet saw a blue and 
cream vehicle joined by one 
painted brown and cream.

Manston would solve dilemma 


Nicholas Reed, chairman of Why Not Manston? campaign, argues there 
is no need to build a new airport when east Kent has a ready-made solution 


IT IS generally agreed the air¬ 
ports in south-east England are 
at full stretch, with Gatwick or 
Heathrow needing another 
runway if they are to expand. 

Two airports in the Thames 
Estuary have been proposed, 
each costing tens of billions of 
pounds and taking around 20 
years to complete. 

Yet BBC Radio Kent has said 
that every time they discuss the 
proposed estuary airport they 
are flooded with phone calls 
from listeners saying: “Why 
not Manston?” 

Manston Airport already 
exists in east Kent with the 
widest runway in the country, 
and one of the longest. 

It is surrounded by the sea on 
three sides, so most planes take 
off straight over the sea, only a 
third of them fly over the popu¬ 
lated area of Ramsgate. 

Manston also has excellent 
road and rail connections; 
there is now a new dual-car¬ 
riageway, the A256, running 


north-south through east Kent, 
with its northern exit close to 
Manston. 

The high-speed railway line 
runs close by and we are told 
that by 2014, trains from 
the Thanet coast will reach St 
Pancras in under an hour. 

Two objections have been 
made to increased use of Man¬ 
ston Airport. 

One is that, surrounded by 
the sea on three sides, its catch¬ 
ment area is too small for it to 
succeed. 

In that case, why are the 
opponents so worried about it 
being successful? 

Secondly, Manston has re¬ 
quested that some flights 
should be allowed after 11pm, 
so that planes delayed on their 
incoming flights could land at 
Manston after that time, rather 
than have to land elsewhere. 

This would result in about one 
such flight every other night. 

After the website www. 
whynotmanston.co.uk was es¬ 


tablished on August 1, it at¬ 
tracted 120 supporters during 
its first two weeks. 

One third of them live in 
Ramsgate, under the Manston 
flight-path. 

Their attitude was summed 
up by one of them: “If you live 
near an airport, you expect 
aeroplanes. 

“Whatever next - stop all 
trains because they run at the 
bottom of your garden?!” 

Apart from bringing more 
jobs into the area, increased 
international flights from Man¬ 
ston would also be far more ac¬ 
cessible to most Kent residents 
than Gatwick or Heathrow. 

After less than an hour’s 
drive, they would catch their 
flight from Manston within the 
hour. At present they have a 
two-hour drive along packed 
motorways, followed by a 
compulsory three-hour wait at 
Heathrow or Gatwick. 

No prizes for guessing which 
residents of Kent would prefer.

There is an additional reason 
for greater use of Manston. 

The airways around Heath¬ 
row and Gatwick are heavily 
congested, with planes queu¬ 
ing up and forced to circle be¬ 
fore they land, and the ever¬ 
present danger of an accident. 

Such an air accident in 
the heavily populated areas 
round those airports, would 
likely result in hundreds killed 
in the planes, but also thou¬ 
sands of human casualties on 
the ground. 

A similar accident in east 
Kent would see hundreds killed 
in the planes, plus three sheep 
and a cow. 

So shifting hundreds of 
planes to Manston could make 
a major contribution to air 
safety. 

Why wait 20 years for Boris 
Island to be constructed in the 
sea, when Manston Airport is 
already there on dry land, just 
15 miles down the road? 

So, why not Manston?

Survey shows young people feel 
job-hunting is an impossible task 


WORRYING statistics on a future in 
the workplace for young people have 
been released by the Prince’s Trust 
and The Royal Bank of Scotland - 
with more than one in five thinking 
it will be impossible for them to find a 
job in the next 12 months 

More than two-thirds of young 
people in Kent (68 per cent) claim 
that life is harder than ever for un¬ 
employed young people, while 61 
per cent think that finding a job is 
harder than at this time last year. 

Also, more than half in employ¬ 
ment (56 per cent) are worried about 
finding their next salaried position. 

Rosemary Watt-Wyness, regional 
director at the Prince’s Trust in the 
South East, said: “It is clear it’s a dif¬ 
ficult time for young people in Kent 
as they’re becoming increasingly dis¬ 
illusioned with their lives. We need 
to ensure they are receiving the right 
support to help them find work. ” 

The research, based on interviews 
with 2,000 16- to 30-year-olds 
across the UK, reveals that one in five 
unemployed young people (22 per 
cent) think that finding a job in the 
next year is “unachievable”, while 
more than a third (36 per cent) claim 
they have not received any responses 

■ Kevin Lawrence, 29, from 
Chatham 

KEVIN struggled with physical and 
mental disabilities before getting 
help from the Prince's Trust to turn 
a passion for gardening into a 
successful business. 

From an early age, Kevin suffered 
from speech and language 
difficulties and struggled to keep up 
in school. He found reading and 
writing a challenge and was 
diagnosed with Attention Deficit 
Hyperactivity Disorder (ADHD) and 
dyslexia, which led to behavioural 
problems in school. 

He was also diagnosed as being on 
the autistic spectrum, all of which 
made him a vulnerable target for 
bullying. He was at risk of giving up 
on his ambitions. 

Despite Kevin's difficulties, he 
persevered with his education and 
went to college to gain Level 1 
literacy and numeracy and an NVQ1 
in horticulture. 

During his time at college, Kevin 
also worked in a part-time job. 
However, he was harassed in his 
workplace - yet another blow to his 
self-worth - and he developed 
depression and isolated himself from 
people. 

Kevin turned to gardening, which 
remained a passion, and volunteered 
to maintain the gardens around his

to job applications in the past year. 

Two-thirds of young people in 
Kent (66 per cent) believe that set¬ 
ting up in business would give them 
a sense of achievement and purpose, 
while 5 3 per cent think it is a viable 
route out of unemployment 

Almost half (48 per cent) of self- 
employed young people questioned 
across the UK said that starting their 
own business was the best decision 
they had ever made and more than 
half (51 per cent) said they would 
recommend starting a business to 
unemployed young people. 

Of the self-employed young people 
surveyed, more than one in 10 (13 
per cent) said they set up in business 
because they could not find a job. 


Watt-Wyness said: “Setting up in 
business can be an escape route out 
of the dole queue for these young 
people - and a route to success. Many 
of the disadvantaged young people 
we have helped through our Enter¬ 
prise programme have gone from 
joblessness to being their own boss 
and employing others, too.” 

The Prince’s Trust is encouraging 
young people to consider self- 
employment through its A-Z of 
Young Businesses, which celebrates 
young people who have bucked the 
trend of unemployment by setting up 
on their own. 

The A-Z, which is supported by 
RBS, showcases 26 of the young 
people supported by the scheme.

church. His skills were recognised by 
parishioners and he soon began to 
think of his passion as a potential 
career opportunity. Kevin always had 
the support of his parents, but he 
was keen to become independent. 

The Job Centre directed Kevin to 
the Prince's Trust and from here he 
signed up for the Enterprise 
Programme, which helps unemployed 
young people to start up in business. 

As part of the course, Kevin was 
awarded £500 by the Prince's Trust, 


enabling him to buy the equipment 
he needed to start his company - 
Kevin Lawrence Garden Services. 

Kevin also credits his business 
mentor, Hugh Stirk, for providing him 
with the skills to turn his passion 
into a successful business. 

To date, Kevin has more than 60 
loyal customers and maintains the 
grounds of two churches. He 
provides a valuable service to his 
community and has achieved the 
independence for which he strived.

■ Vickie Thompson, 27, from Gravesend 

When Vickie was made redundant in 2010 at 
the age of 25, her confidence was shattered. 

For 18 months, she struggled to find work, 
applying for jobs and not hearing anything. 
She moved back home but felt like she had 
no direction in life and didn’t know what to 
do next. 

She said: “It was the worst time in my 
life. I would come home crying after 
interviews because I didn’t get a job. I was at 
my lowest point. 

“Even though I tried to stay focused, I 
would struggle to get out of bed some days 
because I was applying for job after job and 
wasn’t hearing anything. 

“The constant rejection really got to me. 

It was awful.” 

But Vickie kept going and one day after 
searching the internet she found out about 
The Prince’s Trust’s Enterprise Programme. 
She applied to go on the course, which gives 
support and funding to help young people set 
up their own business. 

After receiving funding of £2,000 and 
getting help from a business mentor, she 
decided to pursue a business in beauty 
therapy called Vickie’s Beauty Box. 

Initially, she started it as a mobile business 
to spread the word, visiting events to get 
contacts and build up a client base. She also 
went back to college and got a diploma in 
beauty therapy. 

“It’s something I had always wanted 
to do and I thought it would make a good 
business,” she said. “I like the idea of 
working for myself and earning my own 
money. It was tough as I had to raise the 
money for the college course - however, it 
was a great investment for the long term.” 

Vickie decided she needed a permanent 
base that her clients could visit and 
eventually found one above a hairdresser’s 
in Gravesend town centre. 

Iconic Beauty was created and through 
her networking she also employed a nail 
technician and a massage therapist. The 
business started running earlier this year 
and is proving to be a real success.

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Fruit-growers 
‘must look at 
the long term’ 

WHILE this year's wash-out 
spring and early summer 
caused havoc for many fruit¬ 
growers in Kent, they should 
put a bad year behind them 
and focus on good long-term 
business prospects. 

The industry must also 
come to terms with changes in 
employment practice. 

The advice comes from BTF 
Partnership, which provides 
human-resources support to 
about 75 per cent of the UK's 
soft-fruit-growers through its 
50 Club Horticultural 
Employers' Association 

Colin Hall, at BTF, said: 
“While much of the talk at the 
recent Fruit Focus in East 
Mailing was about how bad the 
weather has been, there are 
other threats on the horizon 
which growers need to plan 
for. 

"Planning now will ensure 
long-term prospects for the 
industry remain good, and that 
includes those in the emerging 
vineyard sector. 

"One of the biggest issues 
which the industry will face on 
the HR side over the next 12 
months is the anticipated 
abolition of the Agricultural 
Wages Order. 

"This October is expected to 
be the final year that wage 
levels will be set by the 
Agricultural Wages Board and 
a number of potential 
consequences for the industry 
flow from this - particularly in 
relation to seasonal labour 
wage costs. 

"Also, with EU changes at 
the end of 2013 which will 
allow Bulgarian and Romanian 
workers to move freely into 
employment in the UK, the 
longer-term question of where 
seasonal workers will come 
from needs to be addressed by 
policy-makers and employers. 

"The sector is employing 
more workers than in previous 
years despite developments in 
mechanisation, but the lack of 
a supply of willing and able 
workers from within the UK 
means farms continue to rely 
on workers from further east 
and that situation, at least for 
much of the seasonal labour 
force, is unlikely to change soon. 

"We are taking every 
opportunity, along with other 
industry representatives, to 
ensure the Government is 
aware of the industry's labour 
needs going forward, but my 
advice to growers is that they 
must all engage in developing 
a 10-year HR plan for the 
sector, which covers all of 
these and many other issues 
on the horizon which could 
threaten the performance of 
their businesses." 


Students advertise their 
skills on work experience

YOUNGSTERS got a taste of the 
world of advertising when a leading 
agency came to their home town.

Debbie Pienaar, senior account 
manager at M&C Saatchi, who 
helped the teams throughout the two 
weeks, said of the presentation from 


winning team Dimensions: “Their 
campaign was excellently thought 
through and demonstrated versatili¬ 
ty across the Arm and Hammer prod¬ 
ucts, while bringing to life a fresh 
and entertaining campaign that 
could have great stand-out among a 
category that is known to mainly use 
demonstrative advertising. ” 

Rogers said to the teams: “It was 
way above expectations, so much so 
I felt like I’ve had two professional 
agencies pitch to me today - it was 
really impressive. 

“I judged the two teams exactly as 
I would judge two agencies. It was 
really hard, one of the toughest I’ve 
ever had to deliberate between. 

“I will pick the choice which I 
think will allow me to sell more 
toothpaste both immediately and in 
the longer term. I can use the idea to 
sell more of one brand and again in 
the future to sell something else.” 


Collins congratulated both teams 
on their efforts and said: “When M&C 
Saatchi and I started on this journey 
about six months ago, talking about 
this project and how it might work, I 
don’t think we could have ever hoped 
the work that’s been produced today 
was something we would see, which 
is of such a high standard.

Firms large and small urged to 
prepare for reform in pensions 


THE Government's shake-up of the 
UK pensions system will hopefully 
help reverse an ever-increasing 
employee savings shortfall, 
according to DSH Financial 
Services Limited. 

The Workplace Pensions 
Reform, which comes into effect 
in October, makes employer 
contributions to staff pensions 
compulsory. 

The legislation is intended to halt 
the decline in the number of both 
company and private pension 
schemes held by UK workers. 

The most recent Office for 
National Statistics figures for 
pensions, released in July, show that 
just 48 per cent of employees pay 
into a company pension, the lowest 
level of uptake since modern records 
began in 1997. 

This has created a pensions 


shortfall for hundreds of thousands 
of employees - with their state- 
pension provision falling well 
below the level of 
pension regarded as 
necessary to be able 
to live on. 

Ian Holyoake, financial 
adviser at DSH Financial 
Services in Maidstone, 
said: "Under the new 
rules, employers will 
carry a greater part of 
the burden of ensuring 
employees save for their 
retirement. 

"Adoption of a suitable scheme is 
being phased in from October 2012 
to February 2018 and all firms will 
need to comply, regardless of size, 
with larger employers affected first. 

"It is important that employers 
review any existing staff-pension 


arrangement to establish whether 
they meet the new requirements. 
Those businesses without qualifying 
occupational schemes 
will need to set one up, 
which can take up to 
three months. 

"Although for many 
businesses the deadlines 
appear a long way off, 
we recommend 
employers take action 
sooner rather than later 
in order to avoid being 
hit with significant 
penalties for missing 
the automatic enrolment deadlines. 

Many employers are unsure of 
the correct actions to take and we 
strongly advise them to take 
professional advice on how these 
changes will affect both them and 
their business."

NOW Kent students have had 
time to absorb their A level re¬ 
sults, information watchdogs 
are reminding them of their in¬ 
formation rights. 

The Information Commis¬ 
sioner’s Office said under the 
Data Protection Act students 
can see information held about 
them. This includes a break¬ 
down of their marks, by mak¬ 
ing a subject access request to 
the examination body. 

David Smith, deputy com¬ 
missioner and director of data 


protection, said: “This is a time 
of great stress for those who 
don’t get the marks they re¬ 
quire. That is why we are re¬ 
minding students they have a 
right to see information held 
about how their marks were 
arrived at, before deciding 
whether to re-sit an exam or 
pursue a particular subject. 

“Having access to informa¬ 
tion - such as a breakdown of 
their overall mark and examin¬ 
ers’ comments - may not lead 
to their grades being altered, 


but it could help them make 
important decisions.” 

Under the Act, individuals 
have the right to request infor¬ 
mation known as a subject ac¬ 
cess request. Once a request is 
received an organisation gen¬ 
erally has 40 days to respond. 
In the case of exam results, 
exam bodies must respond 
within 40 days from the date 
the results were published or 
within five months of the re¬ 
quest being received - which¬ 
ever of the two is the earliest.

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Talented students 
buck national trend 


YEARS of upward-spiralling results ended this 
year when the proportion of pupils achieving the 
highest A-level grades dropped for the first time 
in 21 years, following changes in the marking 
system. 

Across the UK the A* grade, introduced in 
2010, was awarded to 7.9 per cent of entries this 
year, compared with 8.2 per cent last year, 
breaking the cycle of increasingly-high results 
and accusations of dumbing down. 

In Kent, however, results remained on a par 
with those recorded 12 months ago. 

Across the country, the proportion of A-level 
entries gaining grade A or above also fell, to 2 6.6 
per cent, lower than the 2009 level. It is the first 
time that the proportion of A grades has gone 
down since 1991. 

Again, Kent’s pass rate has remained the same 
as last year, with some schools registering an 
improvement in their records. 

Mike Whiting, Kent County Council cabinet 
member for education, learning and skills, said: 
“Whereas other parts of the country are seeing a 
drop, in Kent we are managing to hold on to our 
record. 

“Young people are getting the results they 
need. Increasingly, they are coming away with 
the right results for them.” 

Exam boards say the national fall is explained 



by a “different cohort profile” from last year. 

The shift has coincided with greater emphasis 
from exams regulator Ofqual on pegging results 
to the performance of previous years. 

According to education experts in meetings 
this year, the watchdog instructed exam boards 
to look on the conservative side when deciding 
in borderline cases where grade boundaries 
should be placed. 

Earlier this year, Ofqual chief regulator Glenys 
Stacey said the watchdog needed to find ways to 
“manage” the “persistent grade inflation” that 
had existed for “at least a decade”. 

Cllr Whiting said: “Some [A-level students] 
are going to university, some are going straight

into paid jobs and others are going into appren¬ 
ticeship schemes. We will see fewer going to uni¬ 
versity, but we have a diverse education system 
in Kent and there is something for everyone. 

“We’ve seen improvements against the nat¬ 
ional trend, so well done Kent. 

“Kent’s family of academies and maintained 
schools have shown how they make such an 
important contribution to the success of so many 
young people.” 

One county success story was Sandwich Tech¬ 
nology School, where the overall pass rate in¬ 
creased to 94 per cent. 

Christian Nicolson, the director of sixth form, 
said: “The results that our young people have 


achieved are excellent. We have had a record set 
of results this year, with more than 90 per cent 
of students who were seeking a university place 
securing their first-choice offer. 

“I am not only pleased with the actual results 
but more importantly the effect they will have 
on the career opportunities of our students. 
Sandwich Technology School has been a very 
happy place to be this [results day]. 

“The students who are leaving are following a 
range of paths from university to travel, from 
employment and apprenticeships to voluntary 
work. We are immensely proud of all of their 
achievements and wish them all well in this 
next, exciting phase of their lives.”

Geoff Bell 


Your face on the silver screen? 

Nick Ames meets the man helping to put aspiring actors’ careers on course 



A LAST-MINUTE glitch hit multi- 
Oscar-winning director Peter 
Jackson’s latest film. 

The Hobbit - An Unexpected 
Journey has a key scene in which 
Bilbo Baggins (Martin Freeman) 
confronts three evil trolls in a forest. 

But when the scene was played back, the 
New Zealand accents of the bad guys of Middle 
Earth were just not scary enough. 

Actor Geoff Bell explained: “In the original 
book [by Lord of the Rings writer JRR Tolkien] 
they speak a kind of cockney. 

“So the word was out - and every British 
actor who could speak in a cockney accent 
went up to London to try out and see if they 
could get the voice-overs.” 

Bell had a go, as did his actor friend and 
former mentor Brian Croucher, who lives just 
outside Dover. 

“We’ll find out whether we were successful in 
a week or so,” said Croucher. 

The pair spoke to Kent Weekend outside the 
Royal Hotel, Deal, close to the Astor theatre, 
where Bell is looking to run a screen-acting 
course and bring on Kent’s untapped talent. 

The classes are scheduled to start next month 
and auditions are open to all. 

“Anyone, any age, can come and try out,” 
said Bell, whose screen credits include Steven 
Spielberg’s War Horse; Tinker, Tailor, Soldier, 
Spy; Brighton Rock; Green Street; Mike Bassett: 
England Manager and The Business. 

“So far there are a whole lot of different age 
ranges interested. It’s open to women who have 
just had children, or those in middle age looking 
for something new. On-screen roles are there 
for all ages. 

“It’s something I want to do during the 
winter months. Screen-acting is a whole 
different discipline to stage-acting. Things like 
keeping still and keeping continuity between 
shots are so important. 

“On camera it’s the eyes that tell the story - 
they tell the truth and show the emotion when 
the shots are close up. 

“There’s the confidence as well - some parts 
of the profession are really open warfare.” 
EastEnders and Blake’s 7 star Croucher 


added: “There are all sorts of parts out there as 
well - someone has to play the smaller roles 
that make Clint Eastwood look great. 

“But you’ve got to like to be in front of people. 
You have to have that need to perform. It’s deep 
inside you - maybe something that you don’t 
quite understand. ” 

The pair met when Croucher was running 
acting classes at Morley College in London and 
Bell came along for an audition. 

“I was 29 or 30 and running a cleaning 
company,” said Bell. “But when I was around 
10,1 used to do old-school stand-up. I’d do these 
impressions - Norman Wisdom, Columbo, 
Frank Spencer - and I’d work with my grandad, 
a Romany gypsy who played country and blues 
music. He was my inspiration. We’d do the pubs 
around Peckham, enter all the talent 
competitions and we’d clean up. 

“I grew up watching old films, The Marx 
Brothers, Laurel and Hardy... my children 
watch them now and don’t realise they are 
close to 100 years old. 


“When I met Brian, I knew nothing at all 
about the business. He told me to learn some 
lines and I went away and did just that. They 
were from Bouncers, a John Godber play.” 

Bell says preparation is key to making an 
acting career a success. 

“It’s a craft - a science even - and I must 
have put in 10,000 hours of work,” he said. 
“And now I feel I’m at the top of my game.” 

Bell’s role in War Horse, an epic tale of an 
animal caught in the carnage of the trenches of 
the First World War, is that of Sgt Sam Perkins, 
a British Army horse-trainer. 

The film was nominated for six Academy 
Awards, including best picture, two Golden 
Globe Awards and five BAFT As. 

His scenes were filmed at Wellington 
Barracks, Basingstoke, and the Wiltshire village 
of Castle Coombe, which doubled up for 
Dartmoor. 

“When I went to audition for the part, 
Spielberg was there, in the room. I was told to 
take the script outside and have a look. ‘You’re

talking to a horse,’ he said. I was told I’d hear 
whether I’d been successful in a couple of weeks 
but actually got a call the next day. 

“In one of my scenes, I had to catch the horse 
and slap him, which was not easy. But I did a 
bit of improv [improvisation on the script] and 
told the horse to ‘behave as he was in the Army 
now’ - Spielberg obviously liked that because 
he double-high-fived me. 

“There’s no improvisation on stage - it would 
throw the whole play. That’s another reason 
screen-acting is a craft all on its own.” 

Bell says the actor’s profession is a precarious 
one: “I had a part in a TV show, Robinson 
Crusoe, lined up, so I turned down Game of 
Thrones, which has been a big hit. Then the job 
fell through, so I called Game of Thrones, but 
they’d already cast someone.” 

The sessions to be held at the Astor are a 
chance to pass the acting torch further down 
the generations, as Brian explained: “I taught 
Geoff - now he wants to teach in turn.” 

Both men are fully aware of the challenges 
the profession can throw up. 

“The hardest thing?” said Croucher. “Getting 
a job.” 

Bell took up the theme: “Yes, and staying in it 
- that’s staying in the film itself and not ending 
up on the cutting-room floor. And staying in 
the business, of course.”

Which has more diner appeal, the 
celebrity chef or the Scotch egg? 


R ICHARD Phillips gets about a bit... 
with a couple of swanky 
restaurants and a pub already 
boasting his name, imagine my 
surprise when, on my visit to his 
latest venture, The Windmill in 
Hollingbourne, there he was sat at the bar. 

Service was excellent, with friendly staff eager 
to take our orders and answer questions - they 
even agreed to change the background music 
when the CD got a little too repetitive. 

While we looked over the menu we were 
treated to breadsticks with a dipping sauce, 
which we found a nice touch, even if we were 
too ignorant to recognise the truffle flavour. 

As there’s no pub website we had arrived 
blind. However, had we known that the 
vegetarian in our number would be given the 
choice of just two pasta dishes for her starter 
and main we would have probably chosen a 
different venue. 

To try to balance out her meal she opted to 
start with a bar snack of warm bread bag, 
which was as you’d expect, although the 
novelty butter left a lot to be desired. Also from 
the snack menu was our favourite dish of the 
night, Scotch egg with black pudding and 
piccalilli. Words simply cannot describe the 
wonderful taste sensation on this small platter. 


RESTAURANT REVIEW 



Our two proper starters were baked scallops 
in their shell with vegetable spaghetti (aka 
grated beetroot) and ginger cream sauce, which 
was all style and just a little substance, and 
Golden Cross goat’s cheese with local honey 
mousse, which was proclaimed delicious. 

For her main, our vegetarian had to resort to 
an uninspiring fresh pea and penne pasta from 
the lunch menu. She added a bit of interest by 
personally mixing in a side order of sauteed 
woodland mushrooms. 

Our other mains were roast skate, pan- 
roasted cod and slow-braised belly of pork. All 


were delicious, with the skate coming out as our 
top dish. These were accompanied by creamed 
mash potato (delicious) and Kent greens 
(cabbage) with thyme and garlic. 

Finding a little room we moved on to deserts. 
The Windmill ‘Snickers Bar’ looked stunning 
but proved just too much for the man of our 
group, as did the English strawberry trifle, 
which was heavenly but possibly big enough for 
two to share. 

Plum Bakewell tart with plum ripple ice 
cream went down well, although the ice-cream 
didn’t appear particularly ripply. The winner of 
this course, however, was the Kentish raspberry 
creme brulee. 

Washed down with a selection of alcoholic 
and soft drinks, our bill came to about £120, 
which we thought reasonable for four. 

Our meal was definitely a good one, but the 
hype of a celebrity chef perhaps built up our 
expectations more than was necessary for a 
village pub, leaving us a little underwhelmed. 

Would we go again? Yes, if nothing else to 
have another Scotch egg, or five.

NISSAN’S domination of the trendy crossover 
sector it identified with the Qashqai is about to 
meet a double challenge from General Motors. 

Sister brands Vauxhall and Chevrolet will each 
launch sharply-styled rivals to Nissan’s champion 
and the likes of Skoda’s impressive Yeti. 

Vauxhall, in particular, will hope for more 
success with its new Mokka than it enjoyed 
with the slightly larger Antara SUV, which 
probably suffered most from the fact that 
Chevrolet offered the similar Captiva for less 
cash and up to seven seats. 

Hopefully, the two brands’ marketing people 
are having a more harmonious chat this time 
to ensure Chevy’s new Trax does not put the 
mockers on its Vauxhall sister. 

Both cars are versatile five-seaters with lots 
of stowage and available, like the Qashqai and 
Yeti, with either front-wheel-drive or 4x4. 

The Mokka is available to order now from 
£16,995, with Vauxhall trumpeting generous 
levels of standard kit, including digital radio, 
air-con and cruise control. Interestingly, one of 
the engine options on both the Mokka and Trax 
is a lively 140PS (139bhp) 1.4-litre turbo petrol 
unit and comes with four-wheel-drive as 
standard, but diesels are also offered. 

As ever with cars having a ‘funky chunky’ 
look and full 4x4 option, though, you can be 
sure few will ever meet really difficult 
conditions. Rather than rural roughing it, they 
will usually be posing on city streets and have 
the styling to carry that off. 

Nevertheless, both cars have a high-set look, 
with creditable ground clearance and hill- 
descent control available; this does what it says 
on the tin when the car faces treacherous 
downhill surfaces. 

For those owners who really might do more 
outward-bound stuff, the Mokka is also offered 
with Vauxhall’s latest-generation FlexFix rear 
bicycle carrier. This is fully integrated into the 
rear bumper and slides out like a drawer to 
accept up to three bicycles while still allowing 
easy access to the tailgate/cargo area. 

For everyday use, though, Vauxhall reckons 
it has a winner, having had the chassis tuned 
specifically for UK roads and opting for the latest 
speed-sensitive electric steering. The car is 
expected in showrooms for November. 

The Trax will be a little later - the car isn’t 
aired in public until next month’s Paris Motor 
Show - and prices are under wraps, but it’s 
reasonable to expect that it will undercut the 
Mokka in price at the cost of a more everyday 
interior in keeping with Chevy’s status as a 
value brand against Vauxhall’s mainstream 
proposition. 

Though built in Korea, the Trax will be able 
to evoke Chevrolet’s US heritage and the brand 
is already trotting out its traditional claim to 
have pioneered the SUV in 19 3 5 with the 
Suburban Carryall. More snappily named, the 
Trax should uphold that tradition.

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The bug is back - new Beetle 
promises to be ‘the car for you’

VOLKSWAGEN’S 1999 revival of the classic 
Beetle shape sparked a retro trend that created 
two huge hits, the BMW Mini and Fiat 500. 

But the so-called New Beetle never quite hit 
the spot with half the population - with a flower 
vase on the dashboard, it’s not hard to work out 
why. 

But seeing BMW and Fiat do so well with their 
retro stars, you couldn’t see VW ending the 
Beetle story there, so a new-generation car ar¬ 
rived this year and it’s more of a crowd-pleaser. 

Longer, wider and lower, it apes the classic 
Beetle far more than its cartoon predecessor but 
also manages to be more of a coupe, the low- 
slung effect amplified by detailing on the door 
sills that evokes the running boards on the 
original. 

In case you doubt its sporting pretensions, 
there is also a big spoiler on the arched tail. Screw 
your eyes up and you could be looking at one of 
those early Porsches to which the Beetle design 
was related. 

You can also dress the new Beetle pretty much 
to your own taste with a Mini/500-style customi¬ 
sation catalogue that the Beetle blurb sums up 
neatly with the line “Once upon a time it was the 
car for everybody. Today it’s the car for you”. 

The test car was quite restrained, although its 
bright red paintwork and that shape was quite 
enough to draw lots of attention during a week¬ 
end away in the car. 

The inside is no less arresting, with a colour- 
coded plastic highlighting across the dashboard 
and doors and including a glovebox, all designed 
to echo the original car. 

There are also grab-straps on the door pillars, 
designed to perform the same function. 

However, this detailing does also highlight 
the car’s weakness: a lack of build quality in 
certain areas. In the test car this showed in the 
temperamental front seat back-releases for ac-

cess to the rear seats, a similarly flaky release for 
that retro glovebox and a split mounting for one 
of the grab-straps. 

I’m not impressed by the elasticated door 
pocket straps, either. Retro they may be, but it’s 
too easy to stuff something in the pocket, only to 
see it exit through the gap below the strap. 

The Beetle is produced in Mexico and I wonder 
if such issues would be tolerated if the car were 
made in Germany. 

That said, VW will surely hunt down such 
issues and the Beetle will be a hit, even more so 
when the eagerly-awaited convertible arrives to 
maintain another illustrious tradition. 

On the road, the car does underline its Golf 
underpinnings, although it feels a little softer and 
less sharp in the handling department, possibly 
due to the fact that this is more a world car than 


a car designed specifically for the UK and Europe. 

There is a whole range of petrol and diesel 
engines to suit all tastes, but I liked the test car’s 
turbocharged 159bhp 1.4 petrol unit, which 
offers a good blend of performance and economy 
- I averaged close to 40mpg without trying too 
hard. 

The Beetle cabin is more practical this time; 
rear headroom is still naturally restricted by the 
swooping roofline, but it doesn’t feel claustro¬ 
phobic, even if it is a four-seater. There’s decent 
legroom, too, and all the seats are comfortable. 

I also liked the optional Fender sound system 
fitted to the test car, something of a luxury 
perhaps at £500 when the standard kit is prob¬ 
ably fine enough, but just the job for a bit of retro 
rock, especially as the door speakers provide a 
light show for accompaniment.

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Chrysler deplores Delta force

BRITISH buyers of Chryslers all had one big 
thing in common - they wanted a taste of 
something different with a hefty American 
splash of ketchup. 

But the products themselves were all a bit 
different from each other, too, and few were 
actually any good. The best of the bunch were 
the capacious Voyager MPVs, dramatic 300C 
saloon and clever hot-rod-styled PT Cruiser. 

So, the writing was on the wall for the brand - 
in the UK and globally - and Chrysler went bust. 

But this great US brand rose from the ashes, as 
it has done before, and is now part of Italy’s Fiat 
- a brand that has defied adversity, too. 

In seeking to rebuild its UK fanbase, though, 

Chrysler has a problem: the top end of the range 
still offers Americana in the shape of the Grand 
Voyager and newgeneration 300C, but there’s 
more pasta sauce than ketchup at the lower end. 

Fiat also owns Lancia, a brand withdrawn 
from the UK in 1994 after humiliating rust and 
reliability problems and with no prospect of a 
return under that name. 

However, two Lancias are back, rebadged as 
Chryslers; a slight change of grille is all that 
differs from Lancia Delta and Ypsilon models sold 
across continental Europe. 

That said, the Chrysler Delta (from £16,700) 
tested here is closer to what a ‘Yankophile’ car- 
buyer would expect than Fiat’s other family 
hatchback equivalents - the closely-related Fiat 
Bravo and Alfa Romeo Giulietta. 
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The Delta’s chassis is set up more for comfort 
and, despite its Italian origins, the styling does 
somehow look more transatlantic than best¬ 
selling family hatch stars like the VW Golf, Ford 
Focus and Vauxhall Astra. 

It’s also a spacious and apparently luxurious 
car, with a big boot and loads of head and leg- 
room for those in the back. 

As a bonus, 60:40 split back seats can be slid 
back and forwards independently to vary leg- 
room and boot space, while the seat backs can 
also be reclined slightly. 


Surprisingly, though, the seats are on the firm 
side and you feel that you are perched on them 
rather than nestling in comfort. Nor do the rear 
ones fold to create a flat load floor. 

And the luxury objective of the car is lost up 
front, where dashboard fixtures and fittings are 
embellished with silvered plastic rather than 
quality brushed alloys, which even mainstream 
brands like Vauxhall use so well. 

The test car’s 120PS (119bhp) 1.6-litre diesel 
engine is an impressive all-rounder, though - 
smooth with good pulling power and delivering 


an official combined fuel consumption of 60mpg. 
Two petrol and one other diesel engine options 
are also offered. 

Delta drivers won’t throw the car around too 
much - it rides softly, even if it is not immune 
to occasional crashes and bangs on our badly- 
maintained roads, and tends to sag on the 
corners. 

Nevertheless, the Delta is a well-specified and 
priced five-door hatchback that may appeal to 
those who want something different from the 
norm in a crowded market sector.

BRITAIN’S economy may be in the doldrums, 
but demand for new cars remains buoyant. 

And industry-watchers are now confident¬ 
ly forecasting that this year’s final figure will 
exceed 201 l’s better-than-expected 1.94 
million registrations. 

According to figures from motor-industry 
mouthpiece the SMMT (Society of Motors 
Manufacturers and Traders), the market is 
currently 5 per cent ahead of forecasts, with 
much of the growth driven by private 
buyers - normally the most cautious 
section of the market. 

Private volumes rose 8.7 per 
cent over the first half of this 
year and touched almost 10 f 
per cent in June. f 

Meanwhile, the big-buying 
fleet-sector volumes have re¬ 
mained on a par with last 
year, while business demand 
has fallen.

the year and we will now need to work hard 
to sustain growth.” 

The technology point was exactly what 
Everitt predicted at the start of the year; its 
savings have clearly caught the imagination 
of buyers, while there is also low-rate finance, 
dealer/manufacturer insurance deals and a 
lack of growth from savings that buyers 
might otherwise leave in the bank. 

But don’t let enthusiasm cloud your judge¬ 
ment: shop around and get a realistic valua¬ 
tion on your old car, too; used-car values are 
buoyant due to the lower number of new cars 
sold since the recession hit in 2007, meaning 
fewer used cars in circulation now to soak 
up demand from that sector. 

There are also outstanding warranties 
available, such as Kia’s seven-year/100,000- 
mile package and Hyundai’s five-year/ 
unlimited-mileage deal, while servicing deals 
can be very cost-effective - so be sure to ask 
about those.

Small wonders lead the way

THINKING small continues to influence buyers’ 
new-car choice; the once-dominant family- 
saloon/company-car sector of 20 years ago has 
been ousted first by the family hatchback and 
now the supermini. 

Soaring fuel and insurance costs and greater 
environmental awareness have been key factors, 
but Government pressure through punitive road 
tax on larger cars, plus ever more stylish super¬ 
minis, have delivered a combined 40 per cent 
market share to superminis and the even smaller 
city-car segment. 

Family hatchbacks are still the No 2 choice, 
with some 2 5 per cent of registrations. 

It might not be long, though, before family 
hatchbacks are under threat, too, from the new 
kid on the block, the crossover. 


As the name implies, this straddles several 
sectors by being part family hatch, part MPV 
(multi-purpose vehicle) or people-carrier, and 
part SUV (sports utility vehicle) - cars like the 
Nissan Qashqai, Hyundai ix35 and Kia 
Sportage. 

In the meantime, registration figures so far 
this year from the motor-industry mouthpiece, 
the SMMT, show how superminis (S) and family 
hatchbacks (H) still rule the UK top 10:

Big savings all round when going green

IT’S not quite as it was meant to be, 
but eco cars are now attracting atten¬ 
tion as much for their relief of the 
wallet as for saving the planet. 

Many new models not only help to 
offset ever-rising fuel bills but also 
lower or even remove road-tax bills 
altogether. The latest tax bandings 
range from zero for cars with the low¬ 
est C02 emissions (below lOOg/km) 
right up to £950 a year for gas- 
guzzling limos or 4x4s. 


Of course, anyone spending 
£50,000-£100,000 on a car won’t 
worry about small change like that, 
but most people like saving a few quid 
on their fuel and tax while also doing 
their bit for the environment. 

Longer term, electric cars may be 
the answer and there has been much 
publicity about ‘plug-in’ models for 
overnight charging at home or city- 
centre charging points. 

But battery technology must catch 
up and the zero-emissions argument 
for electric is misleading. Until we 
have zero-emission power stations, 


electric cars simply transfer the CO 2 
and noxious gas output from exhaust 
pipe to belching chimney. Production 
of hydrogen to power our cars raises 
a similar dilemma. 

Are hybrids the answer, then? Jap¬ 
anese giants Toyota and Honda lead 
here, pairing conventional engines 
with electric power and batteries, and 
the former has now launched a plug¬ 
in version of its successful Prius. 

This can run up to 15 miles on a 
90-minute electricity charge before 
reverting to its normal petrol-electric 
hybrid system. There’s also the new 


seven-seat Prius + for eco-conscious 
families... a marvel of space packaging. 

But hybrids tend to be dearer up¬ 
front, so the internal combustion en¬ 
gine still has a part to play now that its 
emissions are plummeting, economy 
soaring and refinement improving. 

In fact, things are moving so fast 
that you marvel at what some legis¬ 
lative prods have achieved. 

Downsizing is well under way, too, 
with many new cars, such as the new 
Skoda city car, the Citigo, proving that 
small is beautiful. 

Most carmakers also now have an 


‘eco’ sub-brand - Hyundai offers Blue 
Drive and Kia markets the Ecodynam- 
ics range. 

Some aren’t cheap, so weigh poten¬ 
tial long-term savings against upfront 
cost - if you don’t cover enough miles 
to make the fuel savings offset the 
car’s purchase price, conventional 
alternatives may be a better bet. 

Don’t ignore petrol models, either; 
the higher price of diesels and the fuel 
at the pumps must be compared with 
new small-capacity low-emission/ 
consumption yet lively turbocharged 
petrol engines.

THINK and think again when choosing the 
colour or added bling for your new ’ 62 reg motor 
- so say the experts. 

You may want to sell at some stage and, like 
the colours of those hideous 1970s bathroom 
suites, might find that ‘acid green’ and ‘latte 
brown’ is not to everyone’s taste. 

Some wild colours can suit certain cars, 
though: Seat has used red, blue, yellow and 
white to great effect on its sporty little numbers, 
while Honda has also been adventurous with red 
and yellow on its Civic and Jazz models. 

And playing safe can be a turn-off to some 
buyers, too, so here is a colour league table from 
the SMMT - the motor trade body - plus some 
pros and cons: 

1) Black (24.7 per cent) is the perennial 
favourite but looks dirty quickly and shows 
little scratches or the swirling effect left by 
over-use of mechanical car-washes. 

2) Silver (21.4) is still riding high and hides 
scratches and car-wash abrasion well but is 
increasingly seen as the boring or safe option. 

3) Blue (16.5) is conservative yet smart, but 
very dark blue is best avoided. 

4) Grey metallic (14.4) - more assertive and 
upmarket than silver? 

5) Red (10.2) had fallen away due to a tenden¬ 
cy to go pinker with age, but better finishes 
and use on sportier models has helped 
stabilise figures. 

6 ) White (10) has shot back up the charts; it’s 
usually a no-cost option with mainstream 
marques, but expect a hefty premium with 
the fancy ones. It also handles wear and 
tear well and reflects the heat. 

Also-rans: Green (1.1), beige (0.9), yellow (0.4) 
and brown (0.4).

Don’t... accept the first deal on offer - be ready 
to haggle. 

Don’t... be afraid to ask for trimmings like a 
tank of fuel, car mats or further dis¬ 
counts or extras. 

Don’t... fall for what seems like a big bargain 
before you even haggle. It could be an 
unpopular engine or trim combination 
or a car on ‘run-out’ where production 
ceased a while ago - it might be just 
as thirsty as your old car and will de¬ 
preciate badly. 

Do... pick a model that saves fuel, insurance, 

road tax and depreciation - it isn’t 
getting any easier out there. 

Don’t... be blinded by road-tax-exempt but 
expensive eco models - check price, 


running costs, green credentials and 
the savings over your planned mileage 
versus years of ownership, then com¬ 
pare against the closest standard ver¬ 
sion. The savings to be made on the 
standard car may surprise you. 

Don’t... assume that diesel will save - you 
usually pay more upfront, so you need 
to do a lot of miles to claw that money 
back in fuel economy, and the engines 
are generally heavier, which means 
more wear on front tyres and mechan¬ 
icals. The fuel is also dearer at the 
pumps, while economy and emissions 
on small petrol cars have improved 
and they are often nicer to drive. In 
short - do your sums.

Pick up a bargain 

TAX anomalies have made a huge success 
out of chunky pick-up trucks over the past 
15 years. 

These workhorses, usually from the Far 
East but inspired by the Marlboro Man 
imagery of American cowboy country, 
have displaced much of the farm and 
building-site business once catered for by 
the original Land Rover and also found a 
new class of private buyer who simply 
wants something big, butch and different. 

The appeal is helped by big tax savings 
when you buy, which makes the newest 
model in the sector look like a steal; the 
Chinese-built Great Wall Steed starts at 
just £13,998 after tax deductions and, like 
most rivals, comes with lots of extras and 
comforts as well as four-wheel-drive. 


Cab view 
changing 
for ‘man 
with van'

WHITE-van-man and his boss have had their 
world transformed within a decade. 

Operators have seen economy, efficiency and 
flexibility soar, while drivers now get better 
performance, refinement and safety. 

Initially, this benefited car-derived models 
only and included air-con and a decent sound 
system, but the philosophy has since migrated to 
larger vans. 

The range of van capacities has also widened, 
varying from as little as three cubic metres for 
a car-derived hatchback for courier work or use 
as a company runabout up to a 17 cubic-metre 
delivery van. 

Access has improved, too. Many larger vans 
have low floors in the driving compartment for 


easy access and most vehicles above the super¬ 
mini class now come with at least one sliding 
door as standard to aid loading - many buyers 
take the option of a second ‘slider’. 

At the back, there is usually a choice of side¬ 
opening twin rear doors or a high-lift tailgate, 
while cab doors generally have a reduced open¬ 
ing angle, making it easy for a busy driver to 
grab the handle to close the door and also avoid 
it swinging wide and hitting something. 

And petrol-driven vans have been displaced 
by the better economy, range and low-down 
pulling power of diesels. 

Extended service periods, lower maintenance 


costs and longer-lasting parts then compound 
diesel-operating benefits. 

Gearboxes have also changed; a six-speed 
manual gearbox is the standard - two cogs bet¬ 
ter than only a few years ago - but urban opera¬ 
tors are turning increasingly to automatic, semi¬ 
automatic or clutchless transmissions. These 
can usually be driven with manual selection 
anyway but are ideal in stop-start urban traffic 
and can be as economical as a manual. 

With better engines and gearboxes and 
weight-saving building techniques, vans are 
also following the car sector once more by be¬ 
coming greener and kinder to the environment.
